ARIAS FLEES 
FROM PANAMA 


Pro-Nazi President Leaves 
Under Fire of Political 
Opponents

ident, Dr. A inuflo Arias, h as fled 
the country in secrecy, apparently 
under political

United States, it was disclosed here 
today. 
So secretly did Arias flee by air­ 
plane at 5:3d a. m. Tuesday that 
his departure was not reveaied u n ­ 
til a successor was sworn in this 
morning.

were 
clear but the country was quiet. 
Although ho official reason was 
given for Arias’ departure, politi­ 
cal circles said that pressure had 
been brought against him by po­ 
litical opponents.
